"Safe Needle" Legislation Introduced 

At arecent press conference, State 
Representative David Woodward (D- 
Madison Heights) announced his intro- 
duction of House Bill (HB) 4621, which 
would require the use of "safe needles” 
in hospitals, clinics, and health-care fa- 
cilities to protect health-care workers 
from accidentally being stuck by 
needles. 

Examples of safety needles include 
needle-less lV systems, retractable sy- 
ringes, and needles that have protec- 
tive sheaths. Devices such as these 
canprevent more than 75% of all needle- 
stick injuries, according to Woodward, 
yet only 5%—10% of health-care work- 
ers use these needles for injections. 

"More than 800,000 health-care 
workers are accidentally stuck with 
needies each year," Woodward ex- 
plained. "Inthe lastdecade, overS0,000 
health-care workers have contracted 
serious diseases such as HIV, Hepatitis

Local Hardware Celebrates 
50 Years in Business 


"It's our fiftieth anniversary, but our 
great customers are the ones who are 
getting all the presents,” said Kathe 
Stears, co-owner of Stears True Value 
Hardware. "During our anniversary cele- 
bration, we will be giving away a five- 
horsepower, self-propelled, rear-bag- 
ging mower as agrandprize, as well as 
a Charbroil gas grill (second prize), a 
52" ceiling fan with light (third prize), 
and hundreds of other prizes. 

"We want our customers to know 
that we truly appreciate them,” she 
explained. 

During the past half-century, the 
family's history has been deeply en- 
twined with the Romulus community. 

Back in the mid-1940s, William 
Stears Sr. met Joyce Block at the May- 
flower Rollerink (on Middlebelt near 
Eureka), where Bill was a partner and 
floorman at the time. On July 24, 1948, 
the two were married at St. Paul United 
Church of Christ in Taylor; their recep- 
tion was held at the rink. 

In 1949, Bill and Joyce became 
partners with Joyce's brother, Earl Block, 
in Cox General Store. Earl ran the gro- 
cery portion and Bill ran the hardware 
section until 1959, when they decided 
to split up and start separate establish- 
ments. Earl built his store — now the 
Sunlight Market — on Eureka Road, 
while Bill and Joyce built their hardware 
on Middlebelt. They moved into their 
new building in the fall of 1960, which 
was also the year that Stears Hardware 
became a substation for the Romulus 
Post Office. 

In the meantime, business wasn't 
the only thing that was growing; So was 
the Stears family. Oldest daughter 
Kathé's birth in 1949 was followed by 
the arrival of first Sally, then Peggy, and 
finally, in the fall of 1960, Bill Jr. The 
Stears children grew up inthe business, 
and — except for Sally Waugh, who 
moved in 1976 and is currently a nurse 
in Westminster, Colorado — they con- 
tinue to carry on the tradition today. In 
fact, yet another generation — Roger 
and Ricky Staten, the sons of Peggy 
and her husband, Roger Staten — has 
since grown up in the hardware. It truly 
has been a family affair! 

When asked how they have stayed 
in business together for so many years, 
co-owner Bill Jr. replied, "We work as a 
team as well as a family, and we treat 
our customers as if they are part of our 
family, too.” 

As most things do over the course 
of 50 years, Stears Hardware has seen 
a number of changes. Bill Sr. — who 
retired from business in the late 1970s 
— passed away in October, 1987. Joyce 
retired in the early 1980s and now lives 
in Arizona and upper Michigan. 


The business itself has changed 
with the times, as well. 

"At one time, we used to Sell a lot of 
toys," said Kathé. "Now, our gift-ware 
section has a wide variety of antiques 
and collectibles. My 'secondary market’ 
has drawn many regular customers look- 
ing for that special treasure! 

"Other past endeavors have in- 
cluded snowmobiles, chain-saw Clin- 
ics, and sporting goods,” she contin- 
ued. "But, the good old hardware sec- 
tion hasn't changed that much. It still 
stocks a wide variety of nuts and bolts, 
plumbing supplies, tools, chain, electri- 
cal equipment, paint, housewares, etc. 
Most people are amazed at the variety 
of things that we carry.” 

"We try to be the old-fashioned, 
helpful hardware store on the corner,” 
added Bill Jr., who also cuts glass and 
pipe, repairs screens and windows, and 
performs other services for his custom- 
ers."We evenhave atable tucked away 
in a corner, just So our Customers can 
socialize.” 

Stears True Value Hardware's tra- 
dition of helpfulness has long extended 
to the community. Over the years — 
besides being a member of the Romu- 
lus Historical Society —it has supported 
the local schools (especially PTA activi- 
ties, "Student of the Month" programs, 
and sporting events), area Boy Scouts 
packs, the Romulus High SchoolAlumni 
Association, the Romulus Rotary, vani-: 
ous churches, Westmount Cemetery, 
the annual City of Romulus Fourth-of- 
July fireworks display, the Romulus Fire 
Department, and the City of Romulus 
Department of Public Works. Peggy 
and Roger have been particularly ac- 
tive inthe Romulus Community Schools, 
where they have done a great deal of 
volunteer work. 

During the store's anniversary cele- 
bration, which will continue through the 
end of this month, the Stears family is 
inviting everyone to stop in and share 
theirmemories. Among the pictures that 
are currently on display are some which 
show "Block's Corners” (as the corner 
of Middlebelt and Eureka was known 
back in 1949 because there was a Block 
living on every corner) and the original 
Block homestead — the farmhouse be- 
hind the Hardware — which was made a 
"Centennial Farm” by the State of Michi- 
gan in the early 1980s. 

"Stop by to see our history and help 
us celebrate our fiftieth anniversary,” 
said Bill Jr. "We couldn't have made it 
this far without your continued and loyal 
support."

RPD To Crack Down on Violators of Child-restraint Laws 


Between midnight on Monday, May 
24, and midnight on Tuesday, June 1, 
the Romulus Police Department will 
once again be targeting motorists who 
ignore Michigan's child-restraint laws, 
according to Executive Lieutenant Eric 
Painter. Working in conjunction with the 
"America Buckles up Children (ABC)"” 
campaign, their goal is to raise the per- 
centage of child-restraint use to 100%. 

"The Romulus Police Department 
will be targeting motorists through regu- 
lar patrols and overtime details during 
the established time period,” explained 
Painter. "Our department will try to rein- 
force one of the key positions of the 
campaign: 'to overlook this type of vio- 
lation would be to overlook the value of 
a Child's life.’ 

"The worst thing that an officer 
comes face-to-face with is the death of 
a small child," he added. "We would 
rather write a thousand tickets than 
have to face a fatal traffic crash in which 
a child died because it wasn't properly 
restrained.” 


"| Made the Connection” 

Since April 1, members of the Ro- 
mulus Police Department have been 
looking to acknowledge and reward traf- 
fic-crash survivors through "| Made the 
Connection,” an Office of Highway 
Safety Planning-Sponsored program 
that recognizes people who have sur- 
vived collisions because of their use of 
safety belts, child safety-seats, bicycle 
helmets, or motorcycle helmets, or by 
the deployment of an airbag. The pro- 
gram seeks to reward people who fol- 
low the suggestions oftraffic-safety pro- 
grams by taking advantage of the equip- 
ment available to them. 

"The goal of the program is to rein- 
force the message that safety belts, 
safety seats, helmets, and air bags can 
save lives," said Executive Lieutenant 
Eric Painter. "By sharing tales of surviv- 
able crash incidents with others in the 
community, we hope to do just that.” 

Implementing the program at the 
Department was the idea of Lieuten- 
ants James Rafalski and Dan Snyder. 


"The afternoon shift is generally the 
busiest shift, and sees its fair share of 
serious traffic crashes,” Painter ex- 
plained. "As the Shift Lieutenant, Dan 
Snyder saw the literature on the pro- 
gram, and met with Lieutenant Rafalski 
about implementing it within the De- 
partment. Lieutenant Rafalski felt that it 
was a perfect program for his Commu- 
nity Neighborhood Services Unit, which 
also oversees the Department's Traffic 
Bureau." 

According to Painter, officers and 
Records Department personnel iden- 
tify potential candidates from collision 
reports and information received from 
road-patrol personnel who deal with the 
incidents directly. Acopy of the report is 
forwarded to Rafalski, who verifies that 
the criteria for recognition have been 
met, then submits the application to the 
Michigan Resource Center in Lansing. 
lf the application is approved, the Cen- 
ter provides the Police Department with 
a certificate and token gift to present to 
the person being recognized. U

Open-Pit Owner Looks to His/ 
City's Future with High Hopes

"As far as I'm concerned, the res- 
taurant business is the best business in 
the world because good food makes 
people happy,” said Robert Ujkaj, the 
new owner of Open-Pit Chicago-style 
B-B-Q and Coney Island. 

Indeed, if "comfort food" is what 
you seek, Ujkaj is certain that you'll find 
iton his menu, which features his own 
homemade soups and other hearty fare 
suchas macaroni andcheese, hot sand- 
wiches, stuffing . . . and, of course, 
barbecue-style ribs made with the fa- 
mous sauce for which the restaurant Is 
named. 

Another big part of Open-Pit's menu 
is the breakfast section. 

"Our breakfast specials may cost a 
few cents more than the specials in 
other restaurants,” admitted Ujkaj, "but 
they're worth every penny because our 
portions are bigger. Believe me: No one 
ever leaves hungry.” 

Although Ujkaj's parents have been 
in the restaurant business in Detroit 
since he was 13, itwasn't until later that 
he developed a love for cooking. 

"When | was working under the 
head chef at the Ramada, | had an 
opportunity to travelto London to attend 
a cooking seminar,” he explained. 
"That's when | first got hooked." 

In keeping with his commitment to 
his customers’ satisfaction, Ujkaj has 
surrounded himself with a hard-working 
staff that shares his service-with-a-smile 
philosophy: Gail Wiklund (manager), 
Lori Blanchard (waitress), Scott Wiklund 
(waiter), and Helen Danchu (dish- 
washer).

B and C, or another of the more than 20 
pathogens that are transmitted by a 
needle-stick or sharp injury. Yet, needles 


with the safety devices that canprevent | 


these injuries have been available to 
hospitals for nearly 10 years." 

"| am excited that this bill has re- 
ceived support from both sides of the 
aisle,” he added. "The safety of health- 
care workers is not a partisan issue.” 

“Michigan should now follow Caili- 
fornia's lead and pass this important 
legislation,” Woodward concluded, re- 
ferring to the fact that the Golden State 
was the first to adopt safe-needle laws. 

Eighteen other states are evaluat- 
ing similar legislation, and Federal leg- 
islation is expected to be introduced in 
Congress soon. O
